Writer notes errors 


I would like to point out a 
few errors in the article by Mr. 
Matthew Kane, “Federal Funds 
Support Animal Research 
Program” which appeared in the 
Wednesday, April 26, 1972 
Hornet. The errors are listed 
below in order of importance: 

(1) Although the college does 
have National Institute of Health 
funds, they are not earmarked 
specifically for support of our 
animal facilities. The major grant 
from NIH is a training grant 
awarded to Professor E. Austin. 
The funds for this grant are 
being utilized in the laboratory 
technology program. 

(2) I will assume that the title 
“professor” is purely the general 
one, but I am sorry I cannot 
accept your promotion to 
Chairman of the Department of 
Biological Sciences; Professor 
M.L. Bolar is chairman of this 
department. As stated later in 
your article, | am a member of 
the Coordinating Committee of 
the College Animal Facilities. 

(3) There are a few other 
biographical mistakes which I 
feel are unimportant, and if any 
one is curious about them they 
may see me personally. 

I feel that the substantive 
matter of the article concerning 
use of animals for 
experimentation on our campus 


was correct and very fair. Mr. 
Kane did a good job with these 
points. I am glad to see that he 
did not try to sensationalize our 
use of animals or suppress our 
use of them As I told Mr. Kane 
in our interview, any life—animai 
life or human life-—is a very 
precious thing, therefore, the 
taking of life, and in our case, by 
the utilization of animals in 
experiments is something that 
must not be considered lightly. 
The faculty involved with the 
utilization of animals on our 
campus, I am sure, all hope that 
the benefits gained from our 
utilization of animals are 
sufficient to justify animal use. 

The emotional appeal played 
for by the untitled photograph 
accompanying the article was, in 
my opinion, rather poor 
journalism. The article would 
have been better if the photo 
had been either properly labeled 


or omitted. I understand that 
this dog in the photograph 
possibly belonged to _ the 


photographer. In any case, that 
particular dog had nothing to do 
with our animal facilities.

Applications are now being accepted for Fall 
Living Group Advisor positions in the on-campus 
residence halls. The applications can be picked up 
in the Housing Office behind Foley Hall. The 
deadline for submitting Living Group Advisor 
applications is May 15. 

The thrust of the housing program at SSC is 
primarily one of educational and personal 
development and building a sense of community. 
Here at SSC, we fee! that the position of Living 
Group Advisor calls for a sensitive person who can 
aid and -ncourage interpersonal relationships in a 
residentjal setting. The position of Living Group 
Advisor; will call for an individual who is nog 
preoccupied with a control function but rather 
one who is willing to experience and develop a 
basis for decision-making through the 
living-learning concept. This _living-learning 
concept will mean that Living Group Advisor’s will 
be more concerned with facilitating the learning 
process of residents by aiding students to develop 
a basis for decision-making and an awareness of 
the responsibilities and complexities inherent in 
his or her decisions. In order for learning to take 
place, Living Group Advisors should aid residents 
to achieve some sense of belonging in the residence 
hall community of which he or she is a part. 

The Living Group Advisor receives 
approximately $110 per month for ten months 
afid lives in the residence hall as a part of a team 
committed to the overall philosophy of the 
housing program. It is expected that the Living 
Group Advisor participate in the development of a 
living-learning concept through in-service training 
during the year and prior to the beginning of the 
Fall semester.

Morton Marcus, a San Francisco poet who has 
published three volumes of poetry, will present a 
reading of his own work at noon on Friday, May 
5, in the Little Theatre at Sacramento State 
College.

‘Salt of the Earth’ de-salted 


A REVIEW

By modern standards, “Salt of 
the Earth” is a G rated movie. 
There is no sex, obscenity and 
little violence in the film shown 
Sunday at the SSC _ Little 
Theater, yet it was banned by 
leading theaters at the time of its 
release and was considered to be 
the most controversial film of 
the 1950's. 

“Salt” was filmed on location 
near Silver City, New Mexico 
and sponsored by the 
Internationa! Mine, Mill and 
Smelter’s Union (ousted from 
CIO in 1950 for being 
Communist dominated). It was 
written, produced and directed 
by Michael Wilson, Paul Jarrico 
and Herbert Biberman, three of 
the “Hollywood Ten” who were 
blacklisted for their Communist 
sympathies during the McCarthy 
era 

The film tells the story of a 


strike by members tthe 
MMSU, Local 890 in an attempt 
for the Mexican-American to 
gain equality with the Anglo 
mine worker, hot running water 
and indoor toilet in that order 
The photography is as flat as the 
screen n which it was 
projected, but that flaw does not 
detract from the simplicity 1 
honesty of the film Juan 
Chacon, real-life MMSU official 
and amateur actor, has the lead 
as Ramon Quintero. His movie 
wife Esperanza is Mexican 
Cinema actress Rosaura 
Revueltas, deported after “Salt” 
Was ¢ mplete d 

Living in a company shack on 
company property, formerly 


owned by his forefathers, 
Ramon and Esperanza seek a 
better life. He, as the Union 
boss, wants more safety for his 
Mexican workers and equality 
with the Anglo. She longs for 
hot running water, so she won't 
have to chop wood all day, to 
heat the stove, to heat the water, 
and indoor piumbing. 

There is an accident at the 
zinc mine, the workers go on 
strike, the leaders are arrested at 
the picket line, the women take 
over and are also arrested, but 
the year-long strike is settled 
with the miners victorious. 

Although “Salt’’ would never 
have won an Academy Award, 
or its actors, the majority of 
whom are non-professionals, the 
Oscars, touching realism and 
humor prevail throughout the 
2% hour film. The “Mananitas” 
segment for Esperanza’s 35th 
birthday; the birth of her third 
child while Ramon is being 
savagely beaten (the only 
violence in the movie); the 
miners wives behind bars, 
chanting incessantly “We want 
food” in both Spanish and 
English to the frustration and 
bewilderment of the sheriff and 
his deputies; Ramon tending to 
the wifely duties. 

Upon’ Esperanza’s___ release 
from her four-day ordeal in jail, 
Ramon wants to “throw in the 
sponge” and give in to the 
company. At this point he 
assumes the role of a “male, 
chauvinist pig.” He doesn’t 


appreciate staying home to chop 
wood, to heat the water, to do 
the laundry while his wife is 
frittering her time away in the 





picket line. They have words. He. 
takes off for the local tavern 
that night and the hills the 
following day. In the end, it is 
the women who are the real 
victors, they are the ones who 
bring the company to its knees. 
Ramon and_ Esperanza are 
reunited not only as man and 
wife, but as partners. 

Anyone who doubts the 
credibility of “Salt” has never 
been to the mining areas of 











Arizona and New Mexico. 
Anglos and Mexican-Americans 
are still segregated into separate 
communities and schools 
whenever possible. There is little 
social fraternization and 
marriage between the two 
groups. A strong, invisible line is 
drawn. 

It is the real Juan Chacon who 
has improved the working and 
living standards in the mining 
: ies of the Southwest. 


OTT TT) ' 
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Juan Chacon is to the miner, as 
Cesar Chavez is to the farm 
worker, but the importance of 
the “gringo” actors in the film 
should not be underestimated. 
They may have had the role of 
the “black hats,’ the mine 
owner, foreman, red-necked 
deputy, but they had the “guts” 
to play their roles in “Salt” at a 
time when America was looking 
under its bed every night for 
Anglo-Communists.

Freshman Adrian Rogers and 
senior Noel Hitchcock took 
firsts in the 220 yard dash and 
three mile run respectively to 
breeze the Hornets past the Cal 
State Hayward Pioneers 91-72 
last Saturday afternoon in Far 
Western Conference track 
action 

Rogers called on for insurance 
points in the third to the last 
event of the day came on in 
flawless fashion to win the 220 
with the nation’s fastest college 
division time of 20.8. Rogers 
was followed by teammate 
Ralph Ligons who clocked 21.5. 

Twenty minutes later distance 
specialist Hitchcock rapped up a 
neck and neck three mile battle 
with Haywards’ Humberto 
Hernandes by nipping the 
Pioneer at the tape clocking 
14:25.6.

Kevin Furey flaunted his FWC 
dominance over the 3000 meter 
steeplechase with a 9:39.6 
victory in that event. Furey 
outdistanced the closest 
competitor by 5 seconds. 

Seaborn Bowens, Rogers, 
Roger McGill and Ligons once 
again went under the 41.0 mark 
as the fleet-footed foursome 
jetted to a 40.8 smoking in the 
440 relay. The relay men over 
their last four meets have 
clocked 40.9 or better. 

In hurdle action Tom Ellis 
and Bill Carr raced to a 1-2 
showing over the 120 highs. Ellis 
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and Carr clocked 14.6 and 15.0 
respectively. Later on in the day 
Carr and Ellis teamed up with 
Robert Parks for a Hornet sweep 
in the 440 intermediates. Parks 
won the event in 54.5, while 
Carr and Ellis followed at 55.6 
and 55.8 respectively 

In the only other Hornet 
sweep Ligons, McGill, and 
Bowens went 1-2-3 in the 100 
yard dash. The sweep came only 
after six false starts and both 
Hayward runners were 
disqualified. Ligons and McGill 
clocked 9.9 with Bowens close 
behind at 10.0. 

In the last event of the day 


Farris Dawson, Dave Griffith, 
Bowens and Parks ran to a 
3:15.1 clocking in the 


mile-relay. Bowens, who is a fast 
improving quarter horse was 
clocked at 47.8 on his leg of the 
relay. 

The Hornets’ next encounter 
will find them matching strides 
with the Wildcats of Chico State 
this Saturday night on the SSC 
oval. The Wildcats having a hard 
time living down their streak 
breaking (24 straight dual meets) 
loss to Cai State will be featuring 
a fine contingent ‘of field event 
men and middle _ distance 
runners. 

The Wildcats tap biller will be 
nationally classed miler Kinr 
Ellison. Ellison has covered the 
distance in 4:01.4. More 
information on that meet in 
Friday’s Hornet.

Leather balls & good times

It’s ali over with now, but the 
future promises brighter days. 
What I’m atiking about is the 
River Rat Rugby Club which 
bases their operations here at 
Sacramento State College. 

I don’t know how many of 
you had a chance to check the 
guys out but for the record the 
club was a winner compiling a 
5-1-1 won-loss log losing only to 
Santa Ciara. 

It all started a few months 
back, February Ist to be exact 
when the. prospective team 
members assembled for their 
initial practice. Originators of 
the “River Rats” squad are Cliff 
Collyer and Mike Clemons who 
serves as the team’s 
player-coach. 

The idea behind forming the 
ruggers is twofold. Explains 
Collyer, “A lot of the guys who 
play for us are or at one time 
were members of the football 
team and most of them play for 
us to stay in shape. We also just 
wanted to do something and 
have a good time at it.” 

Getting the whole thing 
started was no easy task. The 
first order of business was to get 
the team approved as a club 
through the student senate. The 
next quest explained Collyer is 
to gain approval from the 
intercoliegiate council to accept 
them as a club. “We could then 
be sufficiently funded and thus 
able to attend and play more 
games and tournaments.” 

In an effort to raise funds for 
the club, the team is sponsoring 
basketball game to be held in the 
SSC gym at 8 _ o'clock 
this night. The contest will 
pit members of the SSC varsity 
coaching staff against members 
of the Oakland Raiders football 
team. 


This season the “River Rats” 


played as independents, but 
hopefully looks forward to 
gaining membership in_ the 


Northern California Rugby 
Association which will enhance 
their schedule considerably. 

Technically, the whole thing 
seems quite demanding, but 
physically, quite a bit more is 
expected of a “River Rat.” With 
the game itself being split into 
two 40 minute halfs it becomes 
evident that one must be in 
some kind of physical condition 
to last a whole game. Especially 
since during those two halfs no 
time outs are called unless a 
player is injured. 





The object of the game is to 
keep the ball moving and with 
what would seem to be a 
conglomerate of bodies on the 
playing field (15 players on each 
team) that shouldn’t be too 
difficult. This, along’ with 
scoring is the sole task of the 
seven backs and eight scrums 
who are similar to linemen in 
football. The differentiating 
factor is that any team member 
can score. 

A score in rugby is called a try 
which counts for four points. 
The player must have the ball in 
control and touch the ground 
with it after running across the 
goal. Following the score, as in 
football, the team is awarded an 
extra point kick worth 2 points. 
A field goal is also worth three 
points. The field goal must be 
made by placing a running drop 
kick through the uprights. 

The River Rats obviously did 
a creditable job of running and 
kicking as their record indicated. 
Asked what makes a good rugby 
tearm Collyer quipped, “A good 
small and quick team can move 
the bali around a lot and nobody 
will get hurt. Your ideal team 
would be a few big people who 
can keep up with the backs.” 

Collyer felt that the biggest 
thing that hurt the ruggers this 
season was their lack of 
experience in playing the game 
“We have real good potential, 
but the thing that hurt us was 
our lack of experience. It caused 
a lot of infractions which gave a 
lot of teams penalty kicks.” 

A remedy to this lack of 
experience is Big Mike~—alias 
Clemons. Mike, who serves as 
player-coach for the ruggers has 
plenty of experience behind him 
having played with the now 
defunct Capital Rugby Club. As 
a coach Collyer had this to say 
about Mike. “He likes to win 
and he knows what’s going on. 
He’s pretty close to our own age 
which helps establish a good 
rapport with the guys.” 

The River Rats plan to start a 
little earlier for next season. 
Plans have been set for a 
December assemblage 
immediately after Christmas 
vacation. Parties interested in 
turning out for the squad might 
alsc be interested in knowing 
that the whole thing is not run 
on a rigidly structured basis. In 
fact adds Collyer, “We have a 
few beers after the games and 
during half times. We just want 
to get some people togethe: and 
have a good time and win.”

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Air sculptors at work at SSC 


Air sculptors have been at 
work over the Sacramento State 
Campus. 

While throngs of students go 
about their daily errands, a 
group of artists are busy molding 
graceful contours and 
trajectories in the sky. 

This is done by sending small 
plastic discs, mundanely known 
as frisbees, spinning through the 
atmosphere at carefully selected 
angles. They respond to air 
currents in pleasing and 
interesting ways until they are 
caught by another player, who 
sends them on a return flight. 

Air scultors range from the 
casual to the dedicated. Many 
find frisbee-throwing a pleasant 
noon-time diversion, a brisk and 
comprehensive exercise of 
muscles and nerves or just an 
inexpensive sport. For others it 
is a demanding and technical 
discipline, a finely developed 
and open competitive test of 
strength and skill 

For instance, Bill Schneider, 
Frisbee Instructor at Sacramento 
State Colfege, can tell you there 
are 23 different types of throws, 
each having possible variations. 

To demonstrate how esoteric 
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an interest in Frisbees can 
become, there is a detailed 
explanation of the different 
“mold numbers” of the Whamo 
Professional Frisbee, and their 
varying aerodynamic properties. 
Unintentional differences 
between the expensive $20,000 
pressure-molds can affect frisbee 
weight, strength and stability 
but can be recognized by the 
number on the inside center. 
While a “split digit 14 or 16” is 
highly prized as one of the 
heaviest frisbees, especially in 
luminous plastic, they are scarce 
because the mold has been sent 
to Canada. By contrast, the 
“small number 14s currently in 
production are only moderately 
good,” being lighter and less 
stable. 

Enthusiasm among frisbee 
devotees currently focuses on 
the new CPI All-Star, a 
smooth-surfaced flying disc. 
Whamo holds a patent on the 
ridges which cover their frisbees, 
but “CPI has disproved the need 
for ridges.”” 

The term frisbee, now a 
trademark, originated with the 
Frisbie Pie Factory in the East, 
whose pie-pans were discovered 


by Yale students to have curious 
aerodynamic properties. 


Since then the pastime, 
instead of dying out like most 
fads, has grown _ steadily. 
Schneider conducts a class at 
Sacramento State College 
attacking Frisbee at the 
academic level. His class is 


looking into the history, the 
aerodynamics and the 
philosophy of the throwers and 
the frisbee. 


Tournaments are held 
annually in Berkeley, El Cerrito, 


and. in Marin County. A 
Berkeley versus Stanford 
intercollegiate match, occurs 


during the Big Game Week. The 
Sacramento State Frisbee Group 
plans to send a team to Cooper 


Harbor, Michigan for the 
traditional July 4th 
‘*internationa]” tournament 


there is a sponsor can be found. 

Schneider and companions. 
have created a “Frisbee in '76” 
committee which is pushing the 
acceptance of Frisbee as an 
olympic sport in 1976. “Frisbee 
has survived, and will continue 
to be one of the hottest pastimes 
of the Aquarian Age.”

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Nixon's primary opponent 


Ashbrook cites abandonment of promises

On Monday, Apri! 24, 1972, 
the Ohio congressman, John M. 
Ashbrook completed his first 
campaign swing through 
California by speaking here i: 
Sacramento. 

“It is because the promise and 
hope of the 1968 campaign has 
been so largely abandoned that I 
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declared my candidacy for 
President of the United States.” 

Rep. Ashbrook was the 
scheduled speaker before the 
Sacramento Press Club 
luncheon. Upon entering the 
room, this reporter could not 
help but notice his campaign 
button and symbol. On a blue 
background there is a brdad 
white arrow that starts at the 
bottom of the button then turns 
left. Upon that mark there is a 
red strip criss-crossing the whole 
button. This symbol truly sums 
up both Rep. Ashbrook’s own 
political philosophy as well as 
his campaign—the symbol is that 
of the international roadsign for 
“No Left Turns.” 

The congressman stated, “In 
the course of this campaign I 
would hope to have the 
opportunity to discuss the issues 
with Ronald Reagan.”’ Ashbrook 
knows he cannot discuss them 
with President Nixon. However, 
since Gov. Reagan is his stand-in 
here (the President’s) to discuss 
the issues with the Governor, 
Ashbrook will send Reagan a4 
letter this week asking for a 
face-to-face public meeting. 
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According to the congressman, it 
would not be a debate but a 


“dialogue.” The Governor has 
already refused the offer. 

After this short statement the 
floor was opened to questions 
When asked would he fire Henry 
Kissinger, he stated, “Yes, I 
would definitely have the 
President fire Kissinger.” Why? 
“Because I do not think Henry 
Kissinger represents the 
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philosophy or represents a view 
of the world situation that is 
consistent with what we 
promised in 1968.” 


In 1968, Nixon promised “I 
would not recognize Red China 
now and | would not agree to 
admitting it to the U.N. and I 
would not go along with those 
well-intentioned people who say 
‘Trade with them,’ because that 
may change them.” According 
to the congressman, Henry 
Kissinger “represents the 
continuation of those very 
policies that we indicated we 
(Republicans) would change...He 
(Kissinger) comes much closer to 


the liberal Democratic 
philosophy (and is) now setting 
the basic foreign policy of our 
country.” 

This is one of the many 
“broken promises of the Nixon 
Administration” to the 
Republican party as well as the 
nation which caused’ Rep. 
Ashbrook to run against Richard 
Nixon for his party’s 
Nomination 

Another “broken promise” of 
Nixon’s was the stand on 
defense the Republican party 
took in 1968, Ashbrook states, 
“Despite his 1968 promises to 
the contrary, the President has 
forgotten a traditional 
Republican principle which calls 
for military superiority over 
Russia as the best means to keep 
the peace and protect the lives 
and freedom of all Americans. 
Instead, President Nixon has 
followed a policy that calls for 
Msufficiency’ rather than 
superiority over Russia. | oppose 
this. I believe we must 
implement the 1968 Republican 
Party Platform which was best 
summarized by Mr. Nixon 
himself when he said, ‘Second 
best is not good enough when 
the defense of the United States 
is at stake.” 

Rep. Ashbrook said his 
California chances are helped by 
not having Gov. Wallace of 
Alabama (Dem.) or Rep. 
McCloskey (Rep.) campaigning 


in the state. “I think it is going 
to help me to be the only 
candidate to carry the protest 


vote, or the opposition vote, to 
Richard Nixon.” 

After stating that the United 
Republicans of California (the 
largest conservative organization 
in California) most likely will 
endorse him, Ashbrook said, “‘I 
think in California my campaign 
if off the ground.” The 
congressman felt 30% of the 
vote in our primary would be as 
good as a victory.
